W ashington, June 8 (AP).—-A pro­ 
posal by Senator Andrews (demo­ 
crat. Florida) for a flat enlargement 
of the Supreme court to ll members

Schools, churches, hospitals, 
scientific laboratories, and scores of useful avenues have known the glow 
cf his benefaction, and w’ill continue to gain from them longer than the 
lite of anyone who now lives upon this earth. He died leaving an estate 
no larger than many another rich m an—for he had given away during the 
latter part of his life, m ast of w hat he had earned in the first part. And 
his son. John D. Rockefeller. Jr., is following in his footsteps. 
It is w’ell for each one of us to remem ber th a t John D. Rockefeller's 
life story of great wealth may be summed up In three words —Earn. Save. 
Give. 
It is impassible except in a few sentences to do more than merely 
suggest a lesson from a life so unique and rem arkable. 
And so I have 
culled these three words. 
To them I wish to add th a t this m an was 
deeply religious and gave of his wealth lavishly to all religious causes in 
all parts of the world. 
Another thing, John D., Jr., stated th a t his “father had perfect con­ 
trol over himself.’’ He knew his lim itations. Also “he had a philosophy of 
peace and harm ony.” 
A broken man in health at 60. he outlived 20 of his physicians, and 
played a happy game of golf after he had passed the age of 94!

Road Is Cleared 
Near Fountaindale 


The last piece of right-of-way for 
tile initial stretch of Sunshine nail 
—relocation of route Id from Rou­ 
zerville to Fountaindale—is now be­ 
ing cleared.
